Andes, which arrived Friday afternoon 
from Jamaican ports, brings news of 
the great fire which destroyed two- 
thirds of the town of Jacmel, on Sep- 
tember 19, 20 and 21. At 10 o'clock in the 
morning the alarm of fire was given 
and every effort was made at once ti 
have it extinguished. 
Tho tire origin- 


ated on the hill near the Cathedral and 
completely destroyed that edifice. The 
llames burned seaward and burned all 
the houses and stores between the hill 
and the sea. No water could be ob- 
tained at any time during the fire, 
which raged from Saturday morning 
until Tuesday night, whoa the Andes 
left 
On that night the fire was still 


smouldering. 
The loss sustained is 


estimated at 8^,000,000. 'Ihe fire is sup- 
posed to be the work of an incendiary.

•withstanding the ability and shrewd- 
ness of the great multitude of reporters 
kept in Washington for writing the 
proceedings ot congress, especially of 
all that is seen or unlocked for, no 
man, not even Senator Sherman, has 
been able in 
all these twenty-three 


years to name a single paper that ever 
hinted that this bill of 1873 demonet- 
ized or suspended the coinage of silver 
dollars, nor can the secretary do so. I 
can not tell how many times the bill 
was read, referred, 
discussed, 
ex- 


plained, but its demonetization was 
not understood, unless we most unreas- 
onably conclude that all congress and 
newspaper 
men 
were 
bribed into 


silence. 
It was a sneaking act of rob- 


bery, put through congress by the 
above named men on the faith reposed 
in them by their fellow-congressmen, 
as honest champions of what was con- 
sidered on their statements to be a wise 
and prudent measure. 


Again, Mr. Taylor said that the gov- 


ernment does not back the silver dollar 
as it does the gold dollar; or, perhaps, 
it was that it would not do so under 
the free coinage of silver. 
This is 


an absolute falsity. 
Tns relation of 


the government to the silver dollar is 
exactly the same as its relation to the 
gold dollar, and nothing else is in con- 
templation. 


He wants "a 
100-cent 
dollar." 


What is a 100-cent dollar? 
One hun- 


dred pieces of amalgam, chiefly copper, 
worth less than twenty cents each, 
stamped "one cent." Now, if the 
power of law can raise twenty cents 
valuation to one hundred cents, can 
the secretary tell why the same power 
can not raise fifty cents worth of silver 
bullion to one hundred cents valuation 
in money 'i 
If one silver dollar is a 


fifty-cent dollar, your gold dollar is but 
a twenty-cent dollar by your own 
chosen terms. 


Furthermore, the secretary declared 


that we have more money per capita 
than ever before. 
By referring to the 


United States treasury circulation, No. 
123, 
page 54, you wll see that each 


year, for fifteen years preceding this, 
our per capita circulation was greater 
than tbe present year.

capita than any other

on

circular, pages 26-7, will show tha 
France, the Netherlands and Australi 
each have a larger money per capita 
circulation than we have.

Again, look a 


he above reference aud you will se 
bat India and China each lias mon 
ilvcr than our nation, and that France 
Spain and the Netherlands have mor 
ilver per capita than wo have. "Can1 
make money by legislation." But Dan 
ailed to inform us by what other pro- 
jess our government ever made a dol- 
ar. 
"Not lack of money, but lack of 


work to get money that has brought j 
ibout the hard times." This comes 
with an ill-grace from a man whoso 
many friends, largely from the indus- 
trial classes, have several times ele- 
vated him to offices with salaries from 
two to four times as much as he could 
have earned in their positions, to im- 
ply that our poverty is the result of 
our refusal to work. 
Many of us work 


early and late; many more can get but 
little to do, and have to beg for trifles 
of work with a pittance of remunera- 
tion to keep soul and body together, 
and no small numbers are the subjects 
of charity for want of work. 
Were 


there a reasonable sufficiency of money 
in circulation, there would be a greater 
demand for labor, and hence more 
necessaries and comforts of life would 
be available, and stringency and desti- 
tution would be banished. If not, all 
history and political economy are en- 
tirely unreliable. 


"Silver miners the only men on' 


earth that will be benefited by free 
silver." How can they be benefited 
without the employment of labor; and 
will not the men LOW -Ie, or compara- 
tively so at least, be benefited by the 
miners' dollars, though they do not 
have the full purchasing power of onr 
present dollars? 
Again, how can the 


dollar be a 100-cent dollar in the hands 


dependent monetary system. 
We, the 


people of labor aud production, recog- 


our obligations to Almighty 


God, do solemnly declnre that %ve will 
faithfully work for the establishment 
of such financial policy, such light of 
free thought, free speech aud liberty of 
conscience as to us seems best, without 
asking the consent of any other nation 
011 earth, much less the effeto old 
monarchies of the gold standard.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 3.—The 


\Vest India hurricane struck Florida 
Tuesday and though it lasted hut three 
hours at each point visited, was the 
most disastrous storm experienced in 
Florida. The damage to property in 
the state alone will foot up a million 
dollars. Fully a hundred lives were 
lost and perhaps 10,000 people were 
re'ndered homeless. 
The course o) 


the storm was from Cedar Keys on 


:the 
gulf 
coast, 
north hy north' 


east to and through the thriving 
town of Lake City. Through a path 
fifty miles wide, few houses were lefI 


' standing, the wind at times blowing 
.at the rate of one hundred miles an 
hour, averaging 80. In this city, dis- 
tant from storm 
center fully fifty 


(miles, the wind for a minute blew one 
hundred miles an hour and for five 
minutes seventy miles an hour. 
In 


Jacksonville scores of buildings were 
unroofed and trees blown down. The 
storm had the characteristics of a tor- 
nado. It skipped some places in its 
path, bounding over to others where 
ruin was wrought. 
Cedar Keys was 


exposed to the full force of its fury. 
'There a score of fishermen on the 
'sponge banks were drowned and their 
vessels were wrecked. 
A tidal wave 


visited the town and inundated it. 
During the tidal wave a fire broke out 
and an unusual spectacle was wit- 
nessed of 
firemen fighting flames 


almost shoulder 
deep 
in 
water.

town was wrecked. LakoCity had almost 
every tree in town blown down, and for 
two days the streets were impassable. 
Two people were killed—a prominent 
lady, Mrs. Fravsier, and a Negro boy. 
Here many houses were razed, whil'i 
roofs of others went whirling through 
the air. Lake City is in Columbia coun- 
ty, which has great lumber interests. 
Half the yellow pine timber was blown 
down and lumber and turpentine men 
lost thousands of dollars, as the lumber 
is badly splintered and will soon be at- 
tacked by worms. 


In Baker county, which adjoins Co- 


lumbia, not a score of houses out of a 
thousand were left standing. Grain 
etored in barns was blown away or de- 
stroyed by rain, crops in the fields, in- 
cluding cotton, were destroyed and 
thousands of cattle were killed. The 
immense lumber mill of Eppinger & 
Russell, at Olustcc, was destroyed, in- 
cluding stores and residences, and 
many people were hurt, though none 
were killed, the reason being that they 
Bough refuge in a deep ditch traversing 
the town. 


At MaeClenny, in the same county, 


the same talo might be told. 


Sanderson, a few miles distant, was 


almost wiped out. 
All of the men 


employed in the turpentine farms and 
lumber mills arc not only homeless but 
without food and a famine there is im- 
pending. 


The prominent citizens of each o£ 


these towns have organized relief com- 
mittees, and have issued appeals to the 
public for aid. 


Ililliards, in Duval county, was also 


devastated and 
people 
killed and 


•wounded by falling of houses upon 
them. 
Each of these has issued an ap- 


peal for aid. 


The storm did not touch the orange 


belt of'Floridsi, but confined itself to 
the middle section, where the chief in- 
dustries are lumber, turpentine, cotton 
raising and general farming. 
Coming 


as the storm did, just after harvesting 
the people rendered homeless and 
without food will be a charge upon 
charity for fully six months.
